Shipping Receipts. 


There ia nm» doubt whatever 
that the slump in industry has hit 
Butish shipyards veryseverely.

Nothing is of more interest to

Now 
Europeans in India are not 
accustomed to look on the bunnia 
as a pioneer of courage and re- 
source. - But go where we will we 
find him. adapting himself to 
circumstances and people, and at 
the same time keeping intact his 
race and caste,and the customs 
of his fore-fathers. 

We are wont to think of the 
bunnia as a peaceful secentary 
money-making citizen of weak 
physique, but the bunnia of the 
Frontier is a tall. upstanding 
man. able to hold his own in 
heated argument with an Afridi, 
capable of giving hefty blows at 
such times as they are legal 
marke: tender, sometimes a .pri- 
soner in the hands of rapacious 
reiders, ransoming “himself with 
the contents of the til! under his 
hearth-stones, and going back to 
the same life of risk, adventure 
and gain. Nor does the bunnia’s 
enterprise stop at the British 
trontier. He invades Afghan 
territory: he is found in Bolshevik 
Central Asis, facing. it may be, 
peril every day. His hutis found 
on the hichway to Lhasa, a fand- 
mark to Tibetan coolies, meaning 
food and fire and rest.
